Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-46 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 

allowance : 

3. Independent Claim 1 is allowable because none of the prior 
art of record disclose an electrical wiring device wherein a 
mis-wiring sensor coupled to the plurality of line terminals, 
and/or the plurality of load terminals being configured to 
prevent the protective shutter mechanism from moving from the 
closed position to the open position upon insertion of the plug 
contact blades if a proper wiring condition is not sensed in 
combination with the other claim limitations. 

4. Independent Claim 26 is allowable because none of the prior 
art of record disclose a protection device configured to protect 
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a portion of a power distribution system from a fault condition 
wherein a mis-wiring sensor actuate a protective shutter 
mechanism from a locked state to an unlocked state in response 
to detecting the proper wiring condition in combination with the 
other claim limitations. 

5. Claims 4-25 and 27-46 are dependent on allowable claims and 
therefore allowable.
